This glant impounding dam
has formed the largest irrigation res-
ervoir in the werld, More than forty-
five miles in length and eight miles
ucross, the lake stores the melted
snows of the Colorado and New Mex-
jcan mountain ranges, and these wa-
ters are allowed to flow through the
spillways of the dam when the land
re2ds moisture.
